In response to applicant's arguments: The applicant has argued that Ersek's (US 5,258,028) composition may not be considered 
to have both PMMA and radiopaque particles since Erseks PMMA particles are coated with radiopaque substance and make up 
one element. The examiner disagrees. There are a plurality of particles. A group of the particles may be considered PMMA and 
another group of particles may be considered radiopaque particles. The applicant has also argued that Dowd (US 5,507,81 3) 
does not disclose an injectable flowable composition. The examiner disagrees. Dowd's bone particles are in a slurry and 
injectable before they are shaped. Before shaping and removal of fluids, the composition is flowable .
